* Only ONE panel may be assigned to an
application.

» Council Members may belong to
multiple panels.

* Individual council member assignments
may be added, providing they do not
duplicate the panel member
assignments.



Improvements to Assignment Approval
Module

* An improved and expanded query screen:

— Query on any of the data items used to create
assignments.

* New hit list design more clearly indicates
approval status with TWO columns:

— Works in Progress: assigned, but not yet visible
— Approved: visible to members in Council ECB

Option to Separate or Combine August
and October Councils

* Current system automatically combines
August and October council periods by
altering the 08 council date to 10.

* For ICs currently choosing to hold an
August Council meeting, this makes

creating assignment data awkward and
difficult.



Option to Separate or Combine August
and October Councils

* In the new system, |ICs may elect to preserve
the 08 council date on their August
applications by setting a CAM system option.

 |n the context of ECB “rollover” dates, August
council will be considered “concurrent” with
October council.

* If you opt for a separate August council, the
CAM allows you to control what council data
IS visible in the ECB at any given time: August
or October.

New Feature: Work with Multiple
Council Periods

In the current system:

» Only data relating to the CURRENT
council period may be created, edited
and viewed in the CAM.

» Data visible in the Council ECB is
controlled solely by the council rollover
dates.



New Feature: Work with Multiple Council Periods

In the NEW system:

« Data visible in the Council ECB is still
controlled by the council rollover dates (with
the exception of August council).

 However, data for the CURRENT council
AND the NEXT council period is available for
editing.

« After the rollover date, the PREVIOUS council
data may be accessed as read only.

« To avoid confusion, you must always return to
the main menu to select what council period
you are working with.



Council ECB & Council Admin Module:
Council Period Rollover Dates

e January Council — From November 1
until the last day in February.

e May Council — From March 1 until the
last day in June.

e October Council — From July 1 until
the last day in October (includes August
Council).

New Security Policies for
Council Member User Accounts

* These changes are mandated by the new
ERA-IMPAC Il password policy.

 The new account/password policies will be
implemented for NIH staff and Council
Member accounts in November 2003.



Council Member Accounts & Passwords

In the current system:

* Council member account passwords
never expire.

e |C staff create and delete accounts as
needed.

 |C staff maintain passwords for councill
members, resetting and distributing new
passwords as desired by IC.



Council Member Accounts (Draft Policy)

After implementation of new policy:

e Council member account passwords will expire
every 180 days. Days until expiration will be
checked at each login, with an invitation to reset
when < 14 days.

 |C staff still create/delete accounts and reset
passwords. BUT, council member must reset
their password to a new value only they know at
first login.

* |nitial password must be changed by logging into
the system within 5 days of issue.



Council Member Accounts (Draft Policy)

After implementation of new policy (continued):

 Accounts will be locked after 5 unsuccessful
login attempts.

 |C ECB coordinator will be able to reset

password and unlock account after failed login
attempts.

* A link will be provided on Council ECB login
page to assist council members with password
resets.
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
